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The  announcement  recently  of  TAB  distributions  to  Racing  Clubs  in  N.S.W., 
proved  a  fitting  tribute  to  The  Dubbo  Turf  Club  and  to  its  outgoing  President,  Mr 
Jim  Patterson,  who  after  three  years  as  President  has  retired. 

The  retirement  is  obligatory  under  the  Club’s  constitution  but  with  his  usual 
enthusiasm  Jim  will  not  be  lost  to  racing.

The  clubs  other  big  meeting  of  the 
year  is  the  Martin  Whiteley  Cup  in 
August  and  this  year  it  was  expanded 
to  a  two  day  Carnival.  Featuring  the 
Martin  Whiteley  Cup  on  the  Saturday, 
prizemoney  $4,500,  and  the  Invitation 
Stakes  on  the  Monday  of  $3,500.  It 
was  Jim  Patterson’s  last  meeting  as 
President  and  proved  a  fitting  finale  to 
his  three  successful  years  of  office. 


Jim,  who  has  accepted  the  Chairmanship  of  Trustees  for  the  local  racecourse, 
has  been  a  member  of  Tattersall’s  Club  for  twenty  years. 

Dubbo  Club  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  recorded  its  most  outstanding  season. 
With  TAB  distribution  amounting  to  $102,786  a  bookmakers  turnover  on  its  14 
meetings  at  $3.04  million  and  a  record  901  horses  contesting  races  held  in  the  city, 
Dubbo  has  really  come  of  age  as  a  leading  race  club  in  country  N.S.W. 


Commencing  with  a  Calcutta  evening 
at  the  Dubbo  RSL  on  the  Friday,  a 
maximum  crowd  of  400  people 
attended.  With  the  Calcutta  pool 
swelling  to  over  $6,000  the  winning 
dividend  was  $4,000.  Needless  to  say 


Dubbo  rated  8th  in  TAB  allocations  for  country  clubs  this  year. 

It  hasn’t  always  been  that  way. 

In  February  1976,  with  President 
Ray  Nolan  retiring,  Jim  Patterson  was 
approached  by  his  longstanding  friend,

western  district’s  leading  bookmakers, 
and  the  then  Secretary  Mr  Alf 
Sherwin,  to  stand  for  Presidency  of  the

Club. 

Jim  accepted  and  with  many  new 
faces  on  his  committee  set  out  to 
revitalise  the  club  which  although  still 
top  club  in  the  Central  Western 
District  Racing  Association  was 
‘marking  time’. 

The  Patterson  program  was  instant 
and  effective.  With  ten  weeks  to  the 
club’s  annual  Easter  Two  Day 
Carnival,  the  club  through  working 
bees  and  some  hired  help,  did  and 
‘instant  paint’  job,  turned  a  former 
luncheon  room  -  it  was  an  old  army 
hut  -  at  a  cost  of  $7,800  into  a 
Members’  and  public  bar  and  relocated 
the  bookmaker  rings  adjacent  to  the 
grandstand  and  the  new  bar  facility. 

The  Club  also  ploughed  and  resowed 
the  racing  surface  with  kikuyu. 

To  the  surprise  of  the  sceptics  the 
track  was  in  great  heart  for  the  running 
of  the  Dubbo  Gold  Cup  on  Easter 
Saturday. 

The  race  carried  $1,500  prizemoney 
that  year,  three  years  later  the 
prizemoney  is  $2,200  and  thanks  to 
sponsorship  from  Caltex  the  meeting  is 
a  worthy  country  alternative  to  the 
Randwick  Easter  Carnival. 

Throughout  his  term  at  the  head  of 
the  club,  Jim  Patterson  has 
concentrated  on  improving  facilities, 
encouraging  owners  and  trainers  and 
interesting  the  general  public  in  the 
sport  of  kings. 

A  vital  ingredient  in  implimenting 
the  Club’s  programme  has  been 
livewire  publicity  officer,  lan 
McDonald,  an  insurance  inspector, 
who  has  worked  tirelessly  gaining 
sponsors  and  devising  novel  attractions 
of  club  meetings.  The  club  became 


the  first  club  in  the  area  to  advertise 
regularly  on  television. 

With  local  racing  identities  ap¬ 
pearing  in  30  second  spot  ad¬ 
vertisements  and  a  steady  flow  of  local 
turf  ‘information’  supplied  to 
commentators,  an  atmosphere  of 
‘Dubbo  on  the  go’  has  fostered. 

The  Club  actually  sold  the  gate  to 
bookmakers  for  its  December  1977 
meeting,  allowing  free  admission  to  the 
course  for  everyone. 

It  introduced  a  winning  owners  bar 
at  which  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of 
wine  manufacturer,  Kaiser-Stuhl, 
winning  owners,  friends,  and  trainers 
are  treated  to  glasses  of  champagne 
and  generally  made  welcome  by 
Committeemen  of  the  Club. 

There  was  also  the  great  novelty 
event  -  a  donkey  race. 

Given  wide  coverage  by  the  media, 
the  race  was  won  by  ‘Ice  Cream’  rid¬ 
den  by  the  daughter  of  leading 
Coonamble  Trainer,  John  Lundholm. 


The  Caltex  Easter  Carnival  has  been 
built  into  a  three  day  event 
commencing  with  a  Calcutta  on  the 
Friday  night,  racing  on  Saturday,  a 
fashion  Parade  and  Barbecue  on 
Sunday  and  racing  again  on  the 
Monday. 

The  race  was  won  the  following  day 
by  the  good  Walgett  gelding, 
Bungambra  Lad  who  defeated  well 
performed  gallopers,  Skidoo  and  Perky 
Miss,  both  metropolitan  winners. 

On  the  Sunday  prominent  Stock 
Agent,  Peter  Milling,  conducted  a 
successful  thoroughbred  sale.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  a  sale 
conducted  by  Peter  at  Dubbo  the 
previous  year  saw  the  purchase  of 
good  two-year-old,  Bench  Mark. 

Also  on  Sunday,  the  Race  Club 
sponsored  a  Golf  Tournament  at  the 
attractive  Dubbo  Golf  Course.

was  local  bookmaker  Noel  Teys  and 
Dubbo  stock  agent  and  racing  identity

On  Monday  it  was  again  to  the 
course  for  the  Invitation  meeting. 

In  all  more  than  half  a  million 
dollars  was  held  by  bookmakers  on  the 
meeting  attesting  to  the  popularity  of 
Dubbo  as  a  racing  centre. 

Jim  Patterson’s  interest  in  racing 
stems  from  his  friendship  with  Rosehill 
trainer.  Dr  Geoff  Chapman,  who  in  his 
early  medical  career,  practised  at  Dub- 
bo. 

It  was  ‘Dr  Geoff*  who  talked  Jim  and 
three  other  friends  into  buying  Lord 
Ben,  for  $850.  The  Ruler  gelding  won 
over  $120,000  in  prizemoney. 

Dubbo  Turf  Club  statistics  tell  the 
story  of  the  Patterson  program; 
Season  1977-78  -  12  meetings, 

prizemoney  $84,070  -  667  starters, 
bookmakers  turnover  $2.32  million. 
Season  1978-79  -  14  meetings, 

prizemoney  $104,075  -  901  starters, 
bookmakers  turnover  $3  million.  Last 
year  TAB  allocation  was  $71,000  -  this 
year  over  $102,000. 

The  club  recently  has  embarked  on 
a  course  improvement  program,  made 
possible  by  a  $160,000  grant  from  the 
NSW  Racecourse  Development  Fund. 

A  new  aluminium  running  rail  is 
already  installed  and  a  9  million  gallon 
irrigation  dam  only  awaits 
consolidation.  The  club’s  next  project 
is  to  provide  a  new  administrative 
building  to  include  general  office, 
racing  officials’  room  and  change  and 
shower  facilities  for  jockeys. 

Jim  Patterson  has  stepped  down,  his 
successor.  Dr  Bob  Slack-Smith  will 
undoubtably  carry  on  in  the  now 
established  mould. 

Anyway  one  looks  the  outlook  for 
racing  at  Dubbo  is  good  as  with 
judgement,  hard  work  and  unflaging 
enthusiasm  the  local  Turf  Club  has  put 
racing  on  the  map  in  the  Macquarie 
Valley  City. 

As  Jim  Patterson  sees  it,  proven 
performance  equals  TAB  support. 
With  that  support  the  sky  is  the  limit 
for  racing  in  western  NSW.

Tattersall’s  handballer,  Michael 
O’Dea,  proved  a  worthy  representative 
by  winning  decisively  the  1979 
Tattersall’s  Plate. 

Mike’s  final  opponent,  Frank 
Caldwell,  this  year’s  N.S.W.  State 
Singles  Champion,  was  no  match  for 
Michael  in  a  lengthy  contest  in  which 
the  most  tenacious  competitor  proved 
victorious. 

In  the  early  rounds  last  years  Plate 
winner,  Noel  Vella,  of  Bondi,  won 
handsomely  over  George  Inman  of 
Coogee  Giles  Club,  31-19.

while  Neil  Rogers  of  Tattersall’s  Club 
proved  to  be  in  fine  form  by  leaving 
experienced  Don  Hudson  (Tamarama) 
in  the  lurch  to  the  tune  of  31-23. 

Tattersall’s  Michael  O’Dea 
annihilated  Nev  Halloran  of  Clovelly 
31-15. 

The  quarter-finals  were  closely 
contested  with  no  surprises  but  the 
Frank  Caldwell  -  Ray  Hopkins 
confrontation  was  the  most 
entertaining.  Frank  started  a  slight 
shade  of  odds  on  but  with  Ray  leading 
most  of  the  way  and  still  in  front  at  29- 
27  it  did  appear  as  though  the 
favourite  was  a  certainty  to  come 
undone.  But  Frank  climbed  up  from 
the  floor  and  won  four  consecutive  and 
unbelievable  points  to  earn  the 
umpire’s  pat  at  31-29.

Gary’s  lead  of  28-23,  while  serving, 
had  the  crowd  expecting  an  O-Dea 
defeat  but  Mike  steadied  to  a  walk  and 
contented  himself  with  safety  first 
tactics.  It  was  a  stunned  crowd  who 
heard  the  umpire  call  28  all.  Gary  had 
let  the  Mayor  off  the  hook!  In  winning 
the  next  two  points  he  regained  the 
ascendancy  at  30-28  and  it  again 
seemed  curtains  for  the  ex-champ. 

Again  O’Dea  dug  in,  performed  the 
impossible,  and  won  the  next  four 
points  and  the  match  32-30. 

The  final  occupied  55  minutes  and 
produced  dramatic  incidents  and  a 
memorable  clash. 

Down  10-20  at  the  end  of  Mike’s 
serve  the  task  must  have  appeared 
hopeless  and  Frank’s  altered  tactics  of 
attack  soon  became  apparent.  Michael 
was  soon  scooping  at  balls  almost  level 
with  the  floor  while  almost  every  serve 
was  an  attempted  ace.  The  rallies 
became  shorter  and  the  added  strain 
soon  manifested  itself  on  the 
contestants. 

Frank’s  play  brought  repeated  ap¬ 
plause  from  the  gallery  but  while  he 
reduced  his  shortage  of  points  he  never 
once  took  command  of  the  game.  A 
superb  hat  trick  of  aces  earned  a 
standing  ovation.  It  was  champagne 
handball  by  two  gallant  opponents  who 
had  fought  out  the  final  in  the  State 
Single  Championship  when  Frank  had 
proven  his  superiority.

THE  PERISHER 
CURRY  RECIPE 

by  Tattersall's  Snowman 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
discussion  amongst  members  of  the  Ski 
Club  about  the  quality  and 
magnificence  of  the  ‘Curry’  which  was 
enjoyed  by  all  members  attending  the 
Bucks  Week  at  Wirruna,  and,  at  the 
insistence  of  those  concerned,  together 
with  their  friends,  we  are  publishing 
here  the  recipe  for  this.  Much  of  it  is  a 
little  hard  to  recall,  as  the  cooks 
mainly  responsible  for  this  creation, 
were  being  indulged  by  their 
compatriots  with  frequent 
replenishments  of  liquid  refreshment. 

However,  for  those  souls  who  are 
game  and  willing,  here  is  basically 
what  happened. 

Into  a  very  large  stewing  receptacle 
was  placed  some  olive  oil  and  brought 
to  a  great  deal  of  heat.  The  oil  covered 
the  base  of  the  receptacle  only  ap¬ 
proximately  1/16”.  Into  this  was  sliced 
one  whole  garlic  and  approximately 
10  lbs  of  chopped  steak 
and  lamb  and  was  placed  into  the  very 


hot  oil  so  that  there  was  much  noise 
and  ado  and  aroma  created  in  the 
kitchen.  Twelve  desertspoons  full  of 
curry  powder  were  mixed  with  some 
red  wine  to  the  consistency  of  custard. 
Three  bay  leaves  were  placed  in  the 
curry  along  with  chopped  apple, 
oranges,  carrot,  raisins  and  coconut  in 
minute  quantities.  Six  whole  large 
onions  were  sliced  up  and  placed  with 
the  meat  as  well  as  eight  whole 
medium  size  tomatoes,  which 
incidentally,  were  also  cut  into 
quarters.  Very  little  stirring  was  done  - 
the  mixture  was  literally  folded 
together,  then  the  curry  powder  added 
together  with  two  desertspoons  full  of 
salt  and  the  consistency  of  the  mix  was 
adjusted  by  a  little  more  wine. 

It  was  cooked  for  approximately  two 
hours  and  then  removed  from  the 
stove  and  allowed  to  mature  and  cool 
overnight  and  was  then  cooked  for 
another  two  hours  the  following  day 
and  it  was  served. 

As  it  is  anticipated  that  another 
Bucks  Week  will  be  taking  place  in 
1980,  perhaps  those  fellows  who 
intend  coming  on  the  next  one  may 
think  of  some  fairly  simple  creations, 
that  can  be  produced  with  the  aid  of 
their  fellow  skiers,  so  that  same 
pleasure  can  be  enjoyed  as  was  the 
case  with  this  ‘Perisher  Curry’.
